LONG BEACH, Oct. 25.-—-An as- 
serted gigantic Liquor distributing 
system with headquarters in «a 
house on Signa!

Revealing a story of “double 
crossing” unequaled in local his- 
tory, Chief McLendon today re- 
leted the manner in which Nelson 
and Service, now stripped of their 
badges, are said to have come into 
possession of the 100 gallons of 
alcohol, which, loca] authorities be- 
lieve, was stolen trom the Navy 
warehouses at San Francisco. 

The 100 gallons, done up in five- 
galion tine, were shipped from San 
Francisco to a customer 
in Los Angeles, but because of 
delays in delivery the customer, it 
was said, secured a supply from 
another source and refused to ac- 
cept the consignment upon its ar- 
rival.

ROAD CAFE 


Two Impromptu Fights 
Waged Near Venice; One 
Contestant Badly Hurt

VENICE, Oct. 25.—Two free-for- 
all fighte early this morning, one 
near the Green Mill Gardens on 
Washington Boulevard and the oth- 
er in the Log Cabin Cafe near here, 
resulted in the sending of one man 
to the hospital with a severely 
lacerated head, the shooting of an- 
other and minor injuries to more 
than thirty other people. 

The first fight, in the Log Cabin,

Eivers 
was removed to the Casa del Mar 
Hospital in a serious condition, but 
was report to be out of danger 
late tonight. 

The second fracas occurred on 
Washington Boulevard when By- 
ron Irvine, special deputy sheriff 
and night watchman at the Ince 
studios, attempted to stop a fight 
being staged by five men in the 
road beside their machine. When 
Irvine attempted to intercede, the 
men turned on him and knocked 
him down. One seized his badge, 
another his gun, and then attacked 
Gus Boswell, a cameraman at the 
studio and Irvine's companion, who 
had come to jis rescue. A shot 
aimed at Boswell with Irvine's gun 
missed and struck one of the at- 
tacking party. The men then gath- 
ered their wounded companion up 
and hastened away in their ma- 
chine. 

A woman was said to have been 
sitting in the machine during the 
fight. Both Boewell and Irvine 
were on their way to their homes 
in Venice after a night's work on 
location. 

Police are endeavoring to locate 
the party who attacked the two in 
order to unravel the result of the 
shooting.
